Hat though our bcart-breaking griefes have beene many and 

grcat,through a lively apprebcuſion of our wotull diſtraRtons, 
which have becenc of lates much cnercaled by this long night of 
your abſence from your great Ceuncell, yet we have had ſome fur- 
viving reliques of hope, that the ſighs aud groncs, the tcares and 
prayersof ſo many dutifull, and well atfeted SuvzeRts from all 
parts might (in time) Iavebeca accepted, and at length have pro- 
ved powerfull to bave melted your royall breſt into "hr wa 
and with (fuch 8 loving and plcaſant vielence) might have won 
you toemrace againe with all tendernafſe, your whole Kingdom

| Butnow we lament, that even thoſe bopes appeare to us gaſhly, 
as breathing their laſt, baving little vigour remaining in them t9 

hold our hearts, for oor ſerrowes are donbled, our frarcs mult i- 

plycd, by the report of your Majeſties reſolutions, to undertake a 
dangerous voyage into your Kingdome of Ireland, whereon wee
